2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims in this application is that the prior art of record does not disclose 
or suggest a door assembly for a vehicle including an upper door portion and a lower door 
portion wherein the lower door portion has a storage cavity and the upper door portion is 
removably mounted to the lower door portion and being selectively positionable between a first 
and second position relative to the lower door portion, the upper door portion in the first position 
being mounted to the lower door portion with the window section extending upwardly above the 
lower door portion and the upper door portion in the second position being received in the 
storage cavity. Lester et al. is the closest prior art. Lester et al. disclose in Figure 3, a lower door 
portion with a cavity and an upper door portion with a frame and a window section, wherein the 
upper door portion is mounted on the lower door portion. Lester et al. do not disclose that the 
upper door portion is mounted in the cavity when the upper door portion is removed from the 
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lower door portion. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to store the 
upper door portion in the cavity because the upper door portion is larger than the cavity.
